Whether the job market 
feels stronger depends 
on your perspective 

Washington 

Month by month, the U.S. job market is 
regaining its health. So many jobs are 
being added that the unemployment rate 
has dropped for five straight months. At 
8.3 percent, it’s at a three-year low. 


Whether the job market actually feels 
stronger, though, depends on your per- 
spective. The headline numbers mask 
vast disparities — from the New Yorker 
thrilled to have found a catering job to the 
Indianapolis truck driver forced to take a 
40 percent pay cut to work again. 

Even where hiring has picked up, 
scars from the Great Recession remain. 
In Fort Madison, Iowa, Pinnacle Foods 
Group is expanding a canned-meat plant 
and adding 65 jobs. Yet that same work

A government report Friday that 
employers added a surprising 243,000 
jobs in January ignited cheers for the job 
market, which had been slow to recover in 
the 214 years since the recession official- 
ly ended. Many economists see signs of a 
self-fulfilling “virtuous cycle,” in which 
more jobs fuel more consumer spending, 
which sparks further hiring and spend- 
ing and more jobs. 

Economic data this week could show 
whether Friday’s unexpectedly strong 
jobs report was an aberration or a sign 
of a strengthening economy. 

As more jobs have been created and the 
unemployment rate has edged downward, 
new claims for unemployment insurance 
have generally declined. But overall, the 
labor market is in better shape than it

Study: 1 in 5 Kids Exposed 
To Others’ Smoke in Cars 


Chicago 

Texting while driving, speeding 
and back-seat hanky-panky aren’t 
all that parents need to worry about 
when their kids are in cars: Add 
secondhand smoke to the list. 

In the first national estimate of 
its kind, a report from government 
researchers says more than 1 in 5 
high school students and middle 
schoolers ride in cars while others 
are smoking. 

This kind of secondhand smoke 
exposure has been linked with 
breathing problems and aller- 
gy symptoms, and more restric- 
tions are needed to prevent it, the 
report says. 

With widespread crackdowns 
on smoking in public, private 
places including homes and cars 
are where people encounter sec- 
ondhand smoke these days. Anti- 
smoking advocates have zeroed in 
on cars because of research show- 
ing they’re potentially more dan- 
gerous than smoke-filled bars and 
other less confined areas. 

The research, from the federal 


Clear the Air 

The Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention advises parents 

to not allow smoking in their homes 
and cars, and says opening a car win- 
dow will not protect kids from ciga- 
rette smoke inside. Measures ban- 
ning smoking in cars when children 
are present have been enacted in a 
handful of states and proposed in 
several others. (AP) 


Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention, was released online 
Monday in Pediatrics. 

Overall, 22 percent of teens and 
pre-teens were exposed to sec- 
ondhand smoke in cars in 2009, 
the latest data available. That fig- 
ure declined gradually during the 
decade, from 40 percent in 2000, 
the study found. 

“The car is the only source of 
exposure for some of these children, 
so if you can reduce that expo- 
sure, it’s definitely advantageous 
for health,” said CDC researcher 
Brian King, lindsey tanner (ap)

Wash. Blast Kills Father, 2 Sons

The long, bizarre case of a Utah 
woman missing for two years 
took a horrific turn Sunday when 
a powerful house explosion killed 
the woman’s husband and his two 
young sons, moments after the 
boys arrived for a visit that was 
supposed to be supervised by a 
social worker. 

Authorities say it appears the 
husband.

Backstory 

Josh Powell was

He claimed he had taken the 
boys on a midnight excursion when 
she vanished. The case took a bizarre 
turn last year after Powell’s father, 
Steve Powell, was arrested for inves- 
tigation of voyeurism and possessing 
child pornography. Josh Powell was 
living at his father’s home at the time, 
and a judge gave Susan Powell’s par- 
ents custody of the boys, (ap) 


er called her supervisors to report 
that she could smell gas. Moments 
later, the home exploded. 

The children had been living 
with Susan Powell’s parents since 
last fall. On Wednesday, a judge had 
denied an attempt by Josh Powell to 
regain custody, saying she wouldn’t 
consider returning the two boys to 
their father until he underwent a 
psycho-sexual evaluation. 

Jeffrey Bassett, a lawyer for Josh 
Powell, says he received a three- 
word email from his client minutes 
before the explosion that read, “I’m 
sorry, goodbye.” Bassett said the 
email arrived at 12:05 p.m. Sun- 
day, but he didn’t see it until two 
hours later, when others informed 
him of the blast, (ap)

U.S. Pushes Support for Syrians 


Washington urges 
an aid coalition after 
U.N. efforts stalled 

Beirut 

The U.S. proposed an interna- 
tional coalition to support Syria’s 
opposition Sunday after Russia 
and China blocked a U.N. attempt 
to end nearly 11 months of blood- 
shed, raising fears that violence 
will escalate. Rebel soldiers said 
force was now the only way to oust 
President Bashar Assad, while the 
regime vowed to press its military 
crackdown. 

The threat of both sides turn- 
ing to greater force after Russia 
and China vetoed a U.N. Securi- 
ty Council resolution raises the 
potential for Syria’s turmoil to 
move into even a more dangerous 
new phase that could degenerate 
into outright civil war. 

Regime opponents fear that 
Assad will be emboldened by the 
feeling he is protected by his top

More than 5,400 
people have been killed since March, according to the U.N. (ap) 


ally, Moscow, and unleash even 
greater violence.

The call points to the formation 
of a formal group of like-minded 
nations to coordinate assistance to 


the Syrian opposition, similar but 
not identical to the Contact Group 
on Libya, which oversaw interna- 
tional help for opponents of the 
late deposed Libyan leader Moam- 
mar Gadhafi.

U.S. officials said an alliance 
would work to further squeeze 
the Assad regime by stepping up 
sanctions against it, uniting dis- 
parate Syrian opposition groups 
providing humanitarian relief for 
embattled Syrian communities 
and working to prevent an esca- 
lation of violence 

The main Syrian opposition 
umbrella group, the Syrian Nation- 
al Council, backed the idea. 

A deeply sensitive question is 
whether such a coalition would 
back the Free Syrian Army. There 
appears to be hesitation among 
Western countries, fearing fur- 
ther militarization of the conflict.

Organizers of the Netherlands’ 
natural ice skating marathon are 
considering holding the race next 
week for the first time in 15 years, 
state broadcaster NOS reported 
on Sunday. The “Elfstedentocht" 
is a cherished Dutch tradition, held 
along a 125-mile network of canals 
connecting 11 cities in the province 
of Friesland and drawing thousands 
of participants. A resumption of the 
race would cause a national frenzy,

He barely acknowledged his 
GOP rivals, Gingrich included. 

To be sure, Romney continues 
to face challenges. 

He was at his best as a candidate 
after Gingrich won South Caroli- 
na and appeared to be a real threat 
going into Florida and beyond. Rom- 
ney quickly retooled his approach, 
sharpening his attacks on Gingrich 
on the campaign trail and in two 
back-to-back debates. 

But without a strong rival, 
Romney’s weaknesses as a candi- 
date and his propensity for gaffes 
become magnified. 

He made an eye-popping 
unforced error this week, telling 
CNN, “I’m not concerned about the 
very poor.” He went on to explain 
himself, saying those most in need 
can rely on social programs and 
that he wants to champion the 
middle class instead.

Agency says system 
needs maintenance, 
877 more workers 

Washington 

Red Line riders won’t get any 
relief soon. 

That was the message from Metro 
officials Thursday as they warned 
that passengers on the system’s 
busiest line can expect years of 
inconvenience. 

Metro also detailed a need to 
hire 877 more workers to fix and 
maintain the aging system and 
operate new service. 

Even after new track circuits 
and switches are installed on the 
Red Line over the next three years 
— safety upgrades recommended 
by the National Transportation 
Safety Board — Metro officials 
said there will be a “steady stream 


of maintenance” that will involve 
shutdowns and single-tracking. 

The hiring would come as the 
agency faces a $116 million short- 
fall in its fiscal 2013 budget, expects 
to raise fares and asks local juris- 
dictions for larger subsidies. Metro 


plans to hold public hearings on its 
budget this month and next. 

At Thursday’s finance commit- 
tee meeting, board member Mary 
Hjmes, an alternate from Arlington 
County, questioned what appears 


to be a lack of progress. 

“The real question on people’s 
mind is When is my ride going to 
get better?”’ she said. “Three years 
kind of makes me gasp.” 

According to officials and board 
members, Metro has for years 
neglected repairs and mainte- 
nance, and it downsized its engi- 
neering workforce. 

“We didn’t have enough people, 
and we didn’t have enough funds,” 
said Rob Troup, assistant general 
manager of Metro’s transit infra- 
structure and engineering servic- 
es division. 

For example, there is a backlog 
of about 75,000 rail ties — equip- 
ment that supports the rails — that 
need to be replaced, he said. Metro 
General Manager Richard Sarles 
had said in January that the author- 
ity would need to fill 1,017 new posi- 
tions to operate the new Silver Line.

Attorneys say death 
of ex-athlete’s former 
beau was an accident 

Charlottesville, Va. 

It’s been nearly two years since Uni- 
versity of Virginia lacrosse play- 
er Yeardley Love was found dead 
facedown in a pool of blood on a 
pillow in her bed. 

Within hours, her ex-boyfriend, 
George Huguely V, a lacrosse 
player from Chevy Chase, Md., 
was charged in her death and 
jailed in Charlottesville, where he 
remains. 

Beginning Monday in a court- 
room here, the 12-member jury 
and three alternates who will hear 
the case against Huguely, 24, will 
be chosen from among 160 poten- 
tial jurors. 

By police accounts, Hugue- 
ly is a willful, premeditating kill- 
er who said in a videotaped state- 
ment that he kicked through Love’s 
bedroom door, shook her until her 
head banged against a wall and 
left her bleeding. On his way out, 
he took a computer and tossed it in 
a trash bin, say police, who recov- 
ered the laptop. 

His attorneys counter that what- 
ever happened during that final 
argument in Love’s off-campus 
apartment was an “accident with 
a tragic outcome.” 

The fates of the two accom- 
plished athletes on the verge of 
graduation from a prominent uni- 
versity have attracted and held 
national attention.

Huguely chose not to appear in 
person for court proceedings that 
preceded his trial. He was indicted 
in April for first-degree murder, felo- 
ny murder in a robbery or attempted 
robbery, robbery of a residence, bur- 
glary, entering a house with intent 
to commit a felony and grand lar- 
ceny.

Tim Thomas’ return to the nation’s 
capital was less political and more 
successful. 

Playing about 10 blocks from the 
White House — a place he famously 
avoided two weeks ago — Thomas 
carried a shutout deep into the 
third period Sunday as the Bos- 
ton Bruins snapped a two-game 
losing streak with a 4-1 win over 
the Capitals.
